O'HEARN 
AUTHORS 

The fourth meeting of the Ca 
nadian- Authors' Association held 
last night featured Walter 
O'Hearn, literary and drama cri- 
tic of the Montreal Star, as guest 
speaker. The meeting was opened 
by Professor Beresford-Howe. The 
purpose of the talk was to prove 
that critics are people. 

' Mr. O'Hearn opened his discus- 
sion with an apology to tho audi- 
ence for appearing before them 
as a "notorious non-doer, a critic", 
facing the criticized". He proceed- 
ed to contrast the modern critic 
with his predecessor of seventy 
years ago. The modern critic, said 
Mr. O'Hearn was "not a record- 
ing angel nor a supreme court 
judge", and must beware of a 
display of smartness. 

Review Elements 

Mr. O'Hearn outlined the ele- 
ments he looks for in a review. 
First the reviewer must outline 
tho author's theme, next what he 
is driving at, and how well he has 
succeeded in illustrating his point. 
In' this last, the reviewer can be- 
come as opinionated as he wishes, 
always refraining from a show of 
cheapenss at the -expense ot tho 
author. 

Comments on style should bo 
avoided within / the confines of a 
newspaper unless tho roviewor is 
capable of limiting his remarks to 
tho brilliance of mediocrity of it. 

Vanity and Genius 

Tho speaker listed many of the 
problems that beset a literary cri- 
tic. First on his list was the "Va- 
nity Publisher" which he call the 
"confidence man" of the publish- 
ing trade, who publishes a few 
copies of a book to be distributed

Most unpopular of all, stated Mr, 
O'Hearn, was the "Popular" novel, 
presented with much, pomp to, tho 
reviewer, especially if it fa writ- 
ten by a well-known novelist who 
happened to "slip" 

Mr. O'Heame concluded his re- 
marks by outlining the function of 
a critic, which fa ' the discovery, . 
enhancement and encouragement of 
fresh talent. He deplored tho atti- 
tude of "Old Home Week" or over- 
kindness to Canadian authors, and 
prophesied more hopeful reviews 
during the next twenty years.

On Toynbee 



Sir: 
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I congratulate the Dally for ap- 
proaching one of tho most critical 
problems on the political stage, 
Tho Middle East. I cannot agree, 
however, to Mr. Toynbec's ideas 
about the Jews in Israel, and their 
comparison to the Nazis. - 

Mr. Toynbee, tho Nasiz murder- 
ed in cold blood six million people 
because of their race. How can 
your possibly compare them to 
a nation who is fighting for its 
existence? 

The Jews returned to Israel to 
build their- now home. They came 
to a backward, poor country and 
built it up to become a modern, 
progressive land. When Ihe U.N. 
gave birth to the State of Israel 
after 30 years of pregnancy, tho 
Jews desired to livo" peacefully 
with their Arab neighbours. 

The refugee problem was the 
consequence of the war that fol- 
lowed. How can you blame Israel 
for the consequences of a war she 
did not chose to fight? Tho Jews 
did not drive tho Arabs out of 
the country; they even begged 
them to stay! But nevertheless, 
most of the Arabs left the coun- 
try "in order to return to it after 
the Jews were driven into the 
sea". Those who remained are 
now living happily next to their 
Jewish neighbours. 

Israel did its utmost to give 
new homes to hundreds of thou- 
sands of people who fled from tho 
Arab countries, driven out by un 
just persecution. What did the 
Arab States, who are collecting 
hundred of millions of dollars of 
revenue, do for their "poor bro- 
thers" on the borders of Israel? 
Why don't they open their borders 
to them? Is it not ridiculous to 
blame Israel for being unhuman- 
itarian while tho Arabs themselves 
discourago thte settlement of tho 
refugees? It is obvious that the 
Arab leaders are using the re- 
fugees for their own political 
schemes 1 

Israel has offered compensation 
to tho refugees. One month ago 
sho extended her offer to allow 
100,000 refugees td return to their 



former homes. Israel has proved 
in the past that she is eager to 
find a solution to the problem. 

How, Mr. Toynbee, can this be 
done when the Arab leaders re- 
fuse to discuss it with the Israeli 
Government? How can Israel at- 
tempt to solve the problem under 
these circumstances? 

No, tho Israelis cannot be com- 
pared to the Nazis. They are not 
murderers and conquerors ; they 
aro peaceful people, who. returned 
to tho Middle East, with the in- 
tention of building their country, 
to the advantage of its native in- 
habitants, as well as their own.

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DISCUSSES 
LIBERTY IN ISLAM

Dr. K. B. Sayeed of the Isla- 
mic Institute, addressed the Me- 
Gill Philosophical and Literary So- 
cieties at the SCM House last 
' night, 

The topic under discussion was 
"The Concept of Liberty in Is- 
lam." Dr. Sayeed traced the hi- 
story of Islam and defined the 
political background of the Isla- 
mic system of laws." Man's free- 
dom in this system is exercised 
in limits. The divine law of the 
Koran io supreme. Muslims may- 
change any material laws said 
Dr. Sayeed "However the funda- 
mental principles cannot be chan- 
ged." He stated that "In Christ!- 
anity, there is an absence of rest- 
raint, wHereas, liberty in Islam Is 
always positive". Contrasts in the 
political and social 
Christianity and Islam 
were pointed out by the speaker. 

Islam Stable 

• 

Islamic society is stable because 
of no economical surge. State as- 
sistance is necessary for indivi- 
dual economic gain. Furthermore, 
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Islam is international — there 
are no territorial boundaries. 
Political Thought 

Dr. Sayeed proceeded to read 
an exerpt of the Parkinstan- De- 
bate of the Constituate Assembly, 
which claims that Islam has a 
better contribution to political 
thought than western religions. 

Although Dr. Sayeed said that 
he was "too small a man for too 
big a topic", he has an extensive 
knowledge of Islam. He spent some 
time in Pakistan and at present 
is Chief-Assistant in the depart- 
ment of Economics and Political 
Science. 

A question period followed, du- 
ring which Dr. Sayeed discussed 
other aspects of Islam. 



Arnold Speaks 
At LPP Meeting 

Mr. Frank Arnold spoke at the 
Labour Progressive Club's meet- 
ing at 1 pm in the Union. Mr. 
Arnold is a former managing edi- 
tor of the Daily and is now a lead- 
ing Marxist in this province. . 

The subject of his talk was hi- 
storical materialism. He stated 
Marx's view that there are • cer- 
tain economic laws, governing so- 
ciety that are as fixed and as 
scientific as any law of physics. 
With the aid of these laws we 
should be able to predict future 
happenings. 

, Mr. Arnold stated that the eco- 
nomic development of a country 
is basic in understanding the hi- 
story of that country. He said 
that ideas, theories and institut- 
ions are of secondary importance. 
The class struggle is the logical 
outcome of the economic develop- 
ment of a nation. He advocated 
communism as the panacea to cure 
the ills caused by this" struggle. 
His idea is that all people should 
be on an equal socnial, economic, 
and intellectual status. 

The meeting was attended by 
communists and anti-communists. 
Emotional terms were used and 
many questions were not answer- 
ed to the satisfaction to the quest- 
ioners.
